“Date loaned, 1938 —date due, 19 63,” will be the in­ 
scription on the charge slip of the county law library for 19 
historical books if the proposed 25 y ear loan of the collection 
to Huntington Library is approved by county supervisors. 
The books, a collection of trans-^, 
actions of the San Francisco courts 
compiled by Henry E. Wills, of the 
law firm of Halleck, Peachy , and 
Billings, of San Francisco, in 18 57, 
’58 , '59 , were found by Rush M. 
Blodget, brother of Lew Blodget, 
city attorney , 
in a second-hand 
store in Los Angeles more than 30 
y ears ago. • 


Seen as Priceless 
Blodget paid 50 cents each for 
the books that, according to ex pert 
opinion, now are “almost priceless, 
and surely worth thousands of dol­ 
lars In the open m arket.” 
W here the books were between 
the time Blodget bought them in 
Los Angeles and the time they 
were compiled no one knows ex ­ 
cept th at they were for a time in 
the 
possession 
of 
J. 
Merriam 
Brooks, of Los Angeles. 
Historically , the books are valu­ 
able for the records and trans- 
scriptions 
they 
contain. 
Rare 
maps, one dated 18 55, showing the 
original bay front of San Francis­ 
co, judicial opinions, aven a com­ 
plete diary that was introduced as 
evidence in court, add to value of 
the books to a student of Califor­ 
nia. 
T om es G ain Attention 
The books were given to the Bar 
Association by Blodget in 1915 and 
after several y ears the association 
voted to give them to the county 
law library . 
It was here th at the 
collection came to the attention of 
officials of the Huntington Library 
who asked that the collection be 
loaned for 25 y ears so students 
might utilize the books in connec­ 
tion with the many other books in 
the institution. 
At a recent meeting of th e 1 Bar 
Association it was voted to make 
the loan. 
Since the collection now 
is the property of the county , ac­ 
tion by the Board of Supervisors is 
necessary before the loan can be 
made.

WASHINGTON, D. C .~ Before 
the dead cats of the crusade ag ainst 
monopoly fly ss thick as General 
J ohnson, T should like to set down 
my ut.rlrrstanding of the Roosevelt- 
New Df'al attitude 
towards 
big 
business. 
At first, Mr. Roosevelt believed 
that large-scale industry would co­ 
operate with the government for re­ 
covery , without raising the issue of 
power or final policy . This was the 
“ First New Deal,” 
which 
ended 
when the supreme court schechter- 
ed the badly chiseled NRA. Then 
Mr. Roosevelt believed that, with 
time and the discovery that it could 
still earn generous profits, big bus­ 
iness would kill off some of its old 
leadership and abandon some of its 
own practices—IN ITS OWN IN ­ 
TEREST. 
This was the “ Second New Deal,” 
which ended with 
the 
gorgeous 
profits and the cockey ed campaign 
of 1936. 
Finally , Mr. Roosevelt be­ 
lieved that big business would fol­ 
low the election-returns and, d e­ 
spite grumbling, would take up the 
slack as the government cut down 
on relief spending and concentrated 
an the long-range reforms the su ­ 
preme court, federal reorganization, 
regional planning, the ever-norm al 
granary and wag es-and-hours leg ­ 
islation. 
This was the "Third N ew Deal.” 
During 
the last 12 
months, 
two 
things have happened to wreck Mr. 
Roosevelt's belief that 
big busi­ 
ness, alway s in its own interest, 
would go along with the g overn­ 
ment in promoting the general w el­ 
fare. 
After the 1936 election, many 
businesses 
began 
raising 
their 
prices arbitrarily , out of propor­ 
tion to increased costs. 
This was 
not a plot. 
America's "six ty fam ­ 
ilies” did not put their heads to­ 
gether and say , "‘Come, ws will 
soak up all this New Deal purchas­ 
ing power 
Ha! H a '” They simply 
wanted to make more money more 
quickly and 
had 
scant p a tie nc e 
with the economists who warned 
them that they had adopted price- 
pollcies of disaster. 
As these price-raises dried up our 
national 
purchasing-power, orders 
began to slack off. 
Again, sim ul­ 
taneously , larg e-scale business en­ 
terprises gave a similar reaction to 
a common situation. 
They reduced 
their purchases, slowed down pro­ 
duction, laid off their labor and 
tried to work off their inventories 
on the groggy consumers. 
Here 
again was no great plot 
of 
the 
"economic roy alists. No bald-head­ 
ed gang of Tories g ot together and 
said: "Now let us wreck prosper­ 
ity so as to destroy 
this 
man 
Roosevelt! Ha! H a!” They simply 
made the prudent individual de­ 
cisions which spelled collective fol­ 
ly . 
They were simply try ing to 
avoid losing money . 
Now the New Deal’s attem pt to 
deal with this condition rests on a 


very practical basis. 
So much of 
American economic life is controll­ 
ed by a few large-scale corpora­ 
tions—200 at most—that the rou­ 
tine business decisions of the pri­ 
vate managers of these corpora­ 
tions intrude on public policy and 
affect our public life. 
To illus­ 
trate: 
an uneconomic 
price-raise 
on any article of general consum p­ 
tion operates like a sales-tax , with­ 
out benefit of public discussion and 
debate; the discharge of hundreds 
of thousands of industrial workers 
lay s heavy relief burdens on com ­ 
munity , state and nation, with the 
accompany ing 
problem 
of 
tax ing 
the rich to care for the destitute: 
the curtailm ent of industrial pay ­ 
rolls and purchases depresses the 
price of our basic raw m aterials— 
human labor and farm produce— 
thereby stim ulating a major social 
crisis. 
Private business decisions 
of such far-reaching effects cannot 
be ignored by any political g overn­ 
ment and are no longer "private" 
by definition, any more than the 
duel or poly gamy is private. 
In order to deal with the crisis 
which has resulted from this se­ 
ries of decisions, Mr. Roosevelt has 
naturally turned for support to the 
two groups most seriously injured 
in the process; 
The farmers and 
the industrial workers. 
The con­ 
venient scarecrow 
of 
"Monopoly ” 
provides a rally ing -point 
for 
the 
Southern and W estern farmers and 
the northern industrial workera. 
His immediate purpose is to re­ 
gain control of congress by recon­ 
stituting the original 
New 
Deal 
coalition of 19*2 and J 936, in order 
to take appropriate leg islative m ea­ 
sures to deal with the crisis. The 
purpose of these measures is not, 
as the bugaboo artists pretend, to 
put g overnm ent 
bureaucrats 
and 
"impractical theorists” in charge of 
our business institutions. 
The ob­ 
jective is to introduce a controlling 
element of accountability , of pub­ 
lic responsibility , at those points in 
the structure of Big Business wpere 
“ private” 
corporate 
practicea 
d i­ 
rectly affect the publie life of this 
nation.

Fro m time to time we hav e tak en o ccasio n 
to criticize the co u rts fo r failu re to be mo re 
sev ere with reck less and dru nk en driv ers. 
Ho wev er, Ju dge J. G. Mitchell in city co u rt 
Satu rday sent fo u r to jail fo r 7 5 day s each 
u po n co nv ictio n o f dru nk driv ing charges. 
Ju dge Mitchell is to be co mmended fo r 
his actio n. It is the pro per pro cedu re fo r 
the co u rts to tak e if this menace o f the high­ 
way s is to be eradicated. 
No o ne will find fau lt with Ju dge Mitchell, 
o r any o ther ju dge, fo r harsh treatment o f 
dru nk and reck less driv ers. Ju stice Kenneth 
Mo rriso n, fo r many v eal's, has been impo sing 
stiff fines and sentences o n these o ffenders, 
and there has no t been o ne wo rd o f criticism. 
Sev enty -fiv e day s spent in the co u nty jail 
giv es a man plenty o f time to think things 
o v er, and it*s o u r o pinio n that the man who 
o nce has serv ed a term fo r dru nk o r reck less 
driv ing will nev er serv e ano ther term fo r the 
same o ffense. 
A stiff fine isn’t eno u gh. In an emergency 
o ne can, and mo st alway s do es, raise the 
necessary fu nds to pay a fine. His friends 
will co me to his rescu e, o r his relativ es. Bu t 
a friend, o r relativ e can’t serv e time fo r 
him 
in the co u nty jail. 
Ju dge Mitchell has started the New Year 
right and it’s o u r ferv ent ho pe that o ther 
ju rists in the co u nty fo llo w his plan. 


CASH FOR SAFE DRIVING 


The carefu l mo to rist, is to be financially 
rewaided fo r safe driv ing, acco rding to an 
anno u ncement fro m the Natio nal Bu reau 
o f Casu alty and Su rety Underwriters. 
In the past, mo to rists hav e paid the same 
price, based u po n the accident ex perience in 
the lo calities where they liv e and the tv pe 
o f car they driv e, fo r au to mo bile bo dilv 'in­ 
ju ry and pro perty damage liability insu r­ 
ance. This has penalized the carefu l mo to r­ 
ist. Tho u gh he might o perate his car y ear 
after y ear witho u t a mishap, his insu rance 
co st him as mu ch as it did the driv er who 
was perio dically inv o lv ed in accidents. No w 
member co mpanies o f the natio nal bu reau 
hav e decided to wmite insu rance o n an en­ 
tirely new* basis. 
The new’ basis is the “safe driv er reward 
plan which gu arantees to au to mo bile po licy ­ 
ho lders a 15 per cent retu rn o f their annu al 
premiu m pro v ided no claims are bro u ght 
u nder po licies du ring the 12 mo nths after 
the effectiv e d&to o f the plan. The reward 
will be pay able 30 day s after the ex piratio n 
o f the po licy y ear thro u gh the agent o r 
bro k er. 
All priv ate au to mo biles co v ered 
with bo dily inju ry and pro perty damage in­ 
su rance by the member co mpanies will be 
eligible, with the ex ceptio n o f tho se which 
are su bject to the au to mo bile fleet plan, the 
ex perience rating plan, o r so me o ther special 
plan. 
It will be highly interesting to watch the 
effects o f this new plan o n the accident rate. 
Under It, to driv e safely means that y o u are 
directly pu tting hard cash do llars in y o u r 
po ck et, as well as prev enting accidents.
